Bad News For Prairie 
Farmers 


Two bad pieces of news to. many 
‘prairie farmers have just come from 
the Government of Canada... On May 
30th the Rt. Hon. Mr. C. D. Howe, Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce announ- 
ced on his return from Britain. that 
there will be no further contract. be- 
tween Britain and Canada for the pur- 
chase of any definite quantities of 
wheat; nor will any definite price be. 
set for any wheat Britain decides to 
buy except as may come under the 
terms of the International Wheat 
Agreement. 

On June 6th the Rt, Hon. Mr. Howe 
further announced that Britain would 
mot make any settlement under the 
“will have regarg to” clause in the 
British-Cartadian. Wheat Agreement 
which most people thought meant that 
Britain woul repay to prairie farmers 
something in” consideration of their 
huge loss of over 353 million dollars, 
which represents the difference be- 
tween the price of $1.55 at which Can- 
ada supplied wheat to Britain for two 
years under the wheat contract, and 
the much higher world prices at which 
the Canadian Wheat-Board sold the 
game Canadian wheat to many other 
countries. 


This is just one more instance, to be 
addeg to hundreds of others, as record- 
ed in history, where attempts by Gov- 
ernments to set prices, and to make 
agreements about the purchase and 
sale of commodities, have not lived up

It seems a long time ago since anyone mentioned this in 
Canada. It seems many years ago that the idea was changed, 
and Canadians were given to understand that election to the leg- 
islature, or public office of any kind, was a sort of privilege, 
paying very good returns, and to be sought after—not avoided. 


This is all evidence of the change which has come over the 
idea of government in democracies. Where governments and 
their officials were supposed to be servants of the people, elect- 
ed to serve the people well, they were paid and treated as 

rly as servants often are. There has grown up the idea that 
inisters, Members of Parliament, and the civil servants are 
a specially favored class of people, who have won great privi- 
leges, for which they must be well rewarded. It is now becom- 
ing rather improper to say that a government is badly run, 
or that it wastes money, or that it tries all kinds of experi- 
ments without sufficient thought. People in this country have 
been heard to say that any one who says that the Prime Min- 
ister at any time is not fit for the job is being a disloyal citi- 
zen; 


Probably it is not possible to go the whole way to the 
old system, but sensible men will agree that it would be a good 
thing if there were a little more of the idea that public office 
of any kind is sometimes undertaken unwillingly, at loss and 
inconvenience, even it the risk of unpopularity, for the solitary 
purpose of serving the nation unselfishly.—C.W.N.A.

It is no use arguing with the 
Bureau that the dollar does not buy 
as much as it used to, for the Bureau 
deals in a dollar that is hot used on the 
market, a constant. dollar that is ad- 
justed to all these varying contingen- 
cles so that its purchasing power is 
exactly the same in 1949 as it was. in 
1939. Using this constant dollar as a 
measure, the pureau calmly announces 
that by and large the citizens of Can- 
ada have done pretty well over those 
ten years since 1939, that they have 
purchased in all sorts of goods and 
consumer services 174% of what they 
purchased in 1939. 4 


Mark you! That doesn't mean that 
they paid more for what they bought, 
though ghat is true too, It means that 
after due allowance has been made for 
the extra, costs of most things, we citi- 
zens own 74% more than we did in 
1939. We have more automobiles, more 
furniture, more radios, more bath tubs 
and electric stoves and what not. More 
of us have telephones and furnaces and 
the things that make for added comfort 
Looked at any way you will, and al- 
lowing for all sorts of price increases, 
we individuals possess or enjoy almost 
twice what we had in 1939. Now how 
did we get these things if we had no 
more money? It’s no use saying that.it 
was the wealthy who added to their 
possessions, for those ten years saw 
the wealthy, reluctantly perhaps, giv- 
ing up the major part of their wealth

Under the new concept, the empha- 
sis will no longer be on men but on 
machines, and that means that the 
nation with the greatest reserve of re- 
sources probably will come out victor- 
ious, 

Under such. a concept the democra- 
cles have a tremendous advantage. For 
example, the combination of Canada’s 
resources ang the United States’ lead- 
ership in industrial ‘production could 
prove a force hard to beat.

Her original 
military policies—for the most part se- 
cret-—-would remain intact, 

He was assailed by George Drew, 
Progressive Conservative leader,. for 
failing to give the Commons an ex- 
planation of how Canada would play 
her part under the-new pact concept of 
specialization by each of the 12 mem- 
ber countries, 

Mr. Drew. believed that any develop- 
ment of the concept of balanced col- 
lective Atlantic Pact forces should 
mean that Canada should concentrate 
on building up her air force and fast, 
hard-hitting armored forces. 

Mr.. Claxton declared that Canada's 


country always would fight her wars 
at the side of some ally—never single- 
handed, It would be as an ally of the 
western powers that she would fight 
any future war. Even with the new 
concept of balanced forces, there will 
‘pe “no immediate change” in Canadian 
forces or planning. ‘ 
The word “immediate” appeared to 
be the catch, for Mr; Claxton immediat 
ely went on to say that Canada’ how 
has neared the peak manpower load 
her forces needed to carry—about 60,- 
000 men. That amount of men to pro- 
tect the almost unending stretches of 
the Canadian border, to the east, west 
south and north, would at first appear 
insufficient. 


However, when it*is considered that 
the emphasis will be in the future on 
atomic weapon capable of wiping out a 
city at one blow, the power of infantry 
jwould appear to be negligible in com- 
parison with the machine power that 
man has invented.

A small greyish brown snout beetle

W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop Pro- 
tection of the Dept. of Agriculture ad- 


vises that the adult beetle which 
about 1/6 inch long overwinters 
Sweet Clover fields. Eggs are 


early in the spring’ and new beetles are 
ready to do damage again in fall. Dam- 
age occurs at both ends of the season.

The Order is the oldest order of 
chivalry, its foundation dating back 
to 1099. 

There are branches of the St. Am- 
bulance in all Canadian provinces, and 
in the federal district of Ottawa. A ur- 
iformed corps of qualified volunteers 
to serve in emergencies, known as tne 
Bt. John Ambulance’ Brigade, 
formed in Great Britain in 1887 and, 
in Canada, No. 
lance Division was organized in Lon- 
don, Ont., in 1908, Additional units 
then followed in the other provinces. 
The first Cadet Division for the Junior 
Branch was organized in 1933. 

In 19382 a Commandery of the Order 
was establisheq in Canada—was rais- 
ed to the status of Priory in 1946, and 
was accorded further autonomy in 
1950.

Crested Wheatgass 


The. following is the summary of an 
article written by W. A. Hubbard and 
published in Scientific Agriculture 29: 
385-395, August, 1949. 


1. Seed bed, stubble or annual weeds, 
Native sod not suitable unless the 
cover is depleted. by drought or culti- 
vation. 

2. Heavy spring grazing on old 
stands of crested wheatgrass has re- 
sulted in an invasion of other grasses 
when a source of seed was readily 
available. Phe invasion did not occur to 
the same extent if the crested wheat- 
grass was protected. There was no in- 
vasion of the crested wheatgrass into 
adjacent native sod. 

3. If the seed-bed is suitable, there 
will be no significant difference after 
a 10-year period in density of stand or 
ylelds when seedings are either broaa- 
cast or seeded, ang when seeded at 
rates of 1 to 12 pounds per acre. 

4. Spring flooding does not greatly 
increase the ground cover over that on 
dryland, but increases the yield by 
three to four times. 

5. Reseedings on native sod will not 
be successful unless the native cover is 
destroyed by either drought or cultiva- 
tion. Protection Increases the rate: of 
advance of crested wheatgrass into 
native sod. 

Cresteq wheatgrass is a hardy peren 
nial grass, well suited to the climatic 
conditions of Southern Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, as shown by the exper- 
iments conducted by the Dominion 
Range Experiment Station, Many- 
berries, Alberta. Heavy grazing is 
detrimental to stands of crested wheat 
grass the first year after seeding be- 
fore the plants are able to establish 
themselves. During tlils period, over- 
grazing weakens the crested wheat- 
grass plants to the extent that, natural

eloping, In addition to the patient, five 
others lost their lives, including a phy- 
sician who, it was stated, “did not be- 
lieve in vactination”, and two others 
of the hospital staff. 

Medical science is. unable to: meet 
the ravages of smallpox apart from the 
use of vaccination. It is known that a 
very substantial part of the population 
of Great - Britain is unvadcinated, 
There are reasons for this, which for- 
tunately d0 not apply. in Canada, In 
the Montreal epidemic of 1884, in the 
Windsor epidemic of 1924, and in other 
outbreaks, the effectivéness of vaccin- 
ation was demonstrated beyond ques- 
tion to the people of Canada, and they 
Mave ‘continued to endorse vaccination. 

The price of safety through vaccina- 
tion is small. Infancy is the time when 
vaccination should be performed, as 
reactions are then at a minimum. Vac- 
cination in the resence of an epidemic 
results in mass vaccinations, providing 
conditions which.are far from ideal and 
fend to result in accidents.

In the packaging of inahiy chemicals 
and allied products in the past, corro- 
sion was ar ever-present threat, But 
because of polythene’s resistance to 
solvents, the film can be used as a 
corrosion-proof liner for bags and 
metal or fibre drums, ‘ 

Additional uses for polythene include 
the packaging of such Widely-diversi+ 
fieq items as putty, peat humus, pott- 
ing soil, golf club heads, fishing rods, 
bath crystals and textiles, It is being 
recommended for use as garment hags, 
bibs, barber shop capes, refrigerator 
bowl covers, tabla cloths, appliance co, 
vers and wrapping silverware to pre- 
vent tarnishing. 

The film is produced by melting poly 
thene polymer—small cubs-shaped par 
ticles—and extruding it in continuous 
tube or single-thickness sheet form. It 
can be made to vary in thickness from 
-00015 to. .050 inches, depending upon 
the eventual end use. 

Polythene was born in England in 
1933 when chemists discovered that a 
solid polymer can be made from ethy- 
lene gas under extremely high pres- 
sure. Commercial production of the 
plastic began September 1, 1939—the 
day Germany invaded Poland to set off 
World War IL, 

The entire wartime output eventual- 
ly went into insulation of high fre- 
quency cable for radar. At that time, 
scientists who pioneered the detection 
device said that radars efficiency 
would have been lowered greatly had 
it not been for the dielectric qualities 
of polythene.

mic recovery in Britain, 

The party statement endorsed Euro- 
pean co-operation through agreements 
among governments, but it fell athwart 
Britain's position on joining the Schu- 
man Plan to pool western Europe's 
coal and steel résources under an inter 
national authority. ; 

Explaining Britain's position in {the 
House of Commons, Attlee. cautiously 
said that Britain was ready to help 
rather than hinder the development of 
the Schuman proposals, This indicated 
a split between the Labor government 
and Labor Party executive, Attlee told 
Parliament the party does not neces- 
sarily reflect government policy.

Yugoslav Farmers Defy 


| Sowing Plan 


‘BELGRADEPrivate peasants, still 
the great majority in Communist-run 
Yugoslavia, are going slow on the 
government's | 6) sowing plan ac- 
cording to “Borba” the official organ 
of the Yugoslav Communist party. 


The per even accuses somo of 
them trying to sabotage the plan. 
Unless something is done immediatoly, 
it adds, the plan will be in jeoparay. 

' It demanded that a strong line bea 
taken with “speculators and saboteurs” 

who attempt to hold up the sowing by 
making excuses about the coldness of 
the weather or lack of seed or by en- 
tering false figures. 

Under the'law, a peasant is liable to 
a large fine or three months’ imprie- 
onment for failing to sow. required 
areas or giving false information. 

Figures quoted in “Borba” show that 
state farms have fulfillea their sowing 
plan by 74 per cent; co-operative 
farms, in which the peasants own-and 
till their land in common, by 90 pet 
cent; and R addres peasants by 63 per 

cent. 

The paper indicates that the position 
is the more serious since private pea- 
sants are responsible for sowing 82 per 
cent of the total arable land surface in 
the country, 

Although “Borba” does not mention 
| the possibility of a food crisis in Yugo- 
siavia if the sowing plan is not fulffil- 
ed, observers here recall Marshal! 
Tito’s warning, in his speech before the 
national assembly at thé end of April, 
that something of the sort might occur 
if food supplies were not increaged this 
year.

“An exceptionally important task Is 
the improvement of our agriculture,” 
he told the assembly. “If this ‘ia not 
done {mmediately and most>energeti- 
cally we shall in’ the coming year find 
ourselves in considerable © difficulties 
with regard to feeding our constantly- 
increasing population.
